NKW YORK, July IW.—Comptroller of the 
Currency James II. Eckels was a guest of 
bis predt'Ce£»<!or, ex Comptroller A. B.He^p- 
btirn, at dinn »r nb the Union League club 
liiHt evening. The gathering of so many 
of the leAdrn;r iinanciors of ihe country at 
this panicui.ir time, nnd the presence in 
thi.s cit y oE the comptroller of the currency, 
nttraotcd much attention, and the meeting 
between Mr. Eckels nnd the bankers was 
regarded more as a conference on themon* 
•tary Kituation and th« prospective meas- 
ure« for its relief than for a purely social 
gathering. 


President Georso C. Williams, of the 
Chemical National bank and president of 
the Clearing House association, presided, 
Mr. VVilllami! made a short speech intro- 
ducing Mr, Eckels, who spoke as follows: 
**Tho condition 
which confronts the 
American people is 


one that deserves the 
thoughtful attention of every citizen who 
has at heart the interests of the country. 
It is not a time of panic, because we have 
pMsed the period in our history when a 
panic is a possibility, but it is one of a 
•low liquidation, the result of undue spec- 
ulation and unwise financial legislation. 
Nothing is to be gained by taking on a 
fright that Is unwarranted by either the 
immediate past or tho immediate future. 


^"What the American people ought to do 
ID the midst of the failures that have oc- 
earred is not to give way to uncalled for 
alarm, but to study the character of the 
iBHtitutions wLlch have failed, the causca 
which have produced them, and the local- 
ities in which thej^ have occurred. After 
such tt study let them view the solvent in- 
stitutions everywhere about them, and 
the conclusion that must Irresistibly fol- 
low is that the lesitimate life of the coun- 
try is not threatened, but instead will 
ci>nie out of the present 
turmoil

PAms, .Tilly 19.—In the chamber of depu* 
ties yesterday At Dreyfus questioned the 
government as to Franco's operations in 
Siam, V. Dovelle, minister of foroiixn af- 
fairs said in mply to the interpellation 
that the frovernment disavowed any inten- 
tion to interfere with Sitimeso indepen- 
dence. 


At the same time the Kovernmont in- 
tended to insist that the treaties between 
France and Siam be respected. The inter- 
ference of a third power in the dispute 
would not bo tolerated. If Siam did not 
make complete reparation for the murder 
of M. Grosuurin, the French inspector of 
native militia, by a Siamese mandarin, and 
for the other acts 
r which France de- 
manded 
satisfaction, the French 
fleet 
would blockade the Mekonij river. 


The foreign minister further said that if 
it became necessary to bomljurd Bangkok, 
the Siamese capital, to enforce the de* 
mands of France, sufficient warning would 
be given to the representatives in the city 
of foreign powers to enable them to pro- 
tect subjects of their respective countries. 


Death of a True FhllanihroplKt. 


SpniNGFlELD, Mass, July 19.—Colonel 
Richard T. Auchmuty died at his summer 
home at Lenox. He had been falling some 
time, but death was sudden and unex- 
pected. In 18S3 Colonel Auchmuty foun- 
ded the Kew York Trade school, designed 
especially to help young laboring men and 
to give them a fair start in lite. He and 
his wife paid all its expenses. A year ago 
it was incorporated. J. Pierpont Morgan 
irave the school an endowment fund of 
$50,000. Colonel Auchmuty gave $1CJ,0U0 
at the same time. 
Several weeks aajO' 
Colonel Auchmuty met with an accident, 
and had one of his legs amputated. 


Cleveland OoniEratulatrd tha Pop«. 
BALTiMoaE, July 19.—The Evening News 
prints the following: "Whiie the rulers of 
civilized nations were sending their con- 
gratulations to Pope Leo XUl on his 
golden jubilee, the United States failed to 
honor the event. 
This inaction on the 
part of tho president was condemned by 
Catholics throughout the country, and the 
failure of the United States to send con- 
gratulation was commented on the world 
over. One of the first acts of President 
Cleveland, however, was to write a letter 
to Pope Leo coagrutulatin^^ him upon the 
fiftieth anniversary of his elevation to the 
bishopric." Cardinal Gibbons, when shown 
the staiement, said thacU was true.

CNICAGO. July 18.—Forty-ninth street, 
at the crossing of the Grand Trunk rail- 
road, was the scene yesterday of nnotner 
acciilent, whereby three lives were lost and 
many people injured. A Halstead street 
horse car was run into and hurled thirty 
feet to one side. It was filled with men 
and women, forty-six passengers being on 
board. The dead are: Thomas Perkins, 
Margaret Murphy and an unidentified 
boy. 
Nine people were injured, two 
of whom may die. They are: William 
Buldman, IvLi leg broken and internally 
injured; J. C Smithy internally injured 
aud skull fracturod.

CniCAOO, July 19.—AVter Its prolonged 
Investigation the coroner's jury investU 
gating the World's fair cold storage ca- 
lamity reached a verdict at 5:.'i0 last even- 
incr. The htaring of tlie pvidoncewas con- 
cluded at 
o. m., when Coroner McHals 
gave the cases to tho Jury. 


Tho Jury reached its conclusion much 
more quickV ihau tho time they were out 
would indicate, aa there were sixteen 
deaths, the causes of which they wern 
called to consider, and each represented a 
separate case. Tho vordiot was the same 
in all cases, nnd read as follows: 


"We, tho Jury, find that the deceased 
came to their deaths from Injuries and 
burns received at a fire of the Cold Slor- 
aire buildinir at the World's fair grounds 
on July 10, lb93; and we thejury, find from 
the evidence presented that Charles A. 
McDonald. John R. Skinner, D. H. Burn- 
hon and Edward W. Murphy, bo hold to 
the grand jury for criminal negligence 
and there held until discharged by the 
course of law." 


Director of Works Burn^am, President 
Skinner, of the Hercules Iron company, 
and Secretary McDonald, of tho same com- 
pany, are held respons ble for the flimsy 
construction of the building, wliile Chief 
Murphy, of tho World's fair fire depart- 
ment, is charged with incompetent hand- 
lin'r of his men at the fire. 


Director of Works Burnham said: "This 
is a great surprise to me. I was never oifl- 
cially notified of the iinsafe condition of 
the Cold Storage tower, and Engineer 
Shanklin never reported the tower as dan- 
gerous." 


Tho men appeared in court at 10 o'clock 
this forenoon aud gave bail for their ap- 
pearance when wanted.

China limfwHvB to Muke Kflparation. 


SHANGHAI, July 19.—The government has 


refused to make reparation for the killing 
of two Swedisli missionaries by a mob in 
Macheng three weeks ago. Foreigners in 
Hankow and Shanghai have called mass 
meetmgs to urge the European powers to 
compel China to respect her treaties and 
punish the viceroy and tho city authori- 
ties in which the murders were committed. 
The situation promises trouble.

McGuiro and wife, foreman and forewo- 
man at the lacp factory in this city, were 
committed to the county priBon v»ithout 
bail. Tho former was charged with com- 
mitting rape upon a iiirl named Katie 
Kelly, aged 15 year.s, his wife assisting him 
in forcing the crime. The details of the 
case are the most horrible on record.

coat materials the goods are graded 
from the very heavy shaggy

There are 
thirty-four of these ca^es representing 
115 mills extending from Milwaukee to 


the age of four weeks, when it begins 
to make silk. 
Keeinng up the pro- 
gression the cocoon is exhibited in its 
various staples from the time it is cov- 
ered with the shell that looks like a 
peanut to the time when it is uncov- 
ered, reeled and ready for the loom. 


The silk has three natural colors, 
white, cream and yellow, and lOU 
cocoons are required to make one skein 
of the delicate silk. 
This is reeled by 
a machine in charge of a girl. 
The 
cocoon is put in a large machine, and 
one end of the silk thread is found. 
The motion, although rapid, is very 
gentle 
and not unlike the process 
known to many a small boy who has 
listened to fairy stories from his grand- 
mother while he held het 
skein of 
yarn. 
In the same case are shown 
some very pretty designs made of silk 
slteins and braids. 
One is a large fan 
sLape with a fountain scene on the 
side, all worked out M'ith bunchcs of 
bright colored silks. 
They are not 
sewed together, but simply placed in 
bunches, and are very artistic. 


The most elaborate of all the dis. 
plays is made by a silk thread firm. 
It is an engine and car made of spools. 
Eight thousand spools of silk are used. 
Eiuih i^iece is ten feet long. 
The 
M'heels are made of large spools and 
the spokes of smaller ones. 
They are 
all of black. 
The panels of the car are 
worked out in diilerent colors. 
The 
engine is the most wijuderful jjiece of 
work. 
Every detail has been worked 
out in a marvelous way, oven to the 
counter-weights on the side of the 
drive-wheels. 
From the smokestack 
ilies backward a lot of silk floss, very 
black at first and ending in thin steam.

Tlie Mofrkat of South Airioa, 


The meerkat of South Africa resem- 
bles in its habits and characteristics 
the prairie dog of America, but it is 
much more cunning and 
intelligent 
and makes a charmincrpet, being easily 
tamed. 
In the South African karroo 
the meorkat lives in little colonies like 
the prairie dog, and travelers driving 
through the veldt will come across 
families of them B i t t i n g upright in the 
sun and maintaining their positions 
until they are approached quite closely, 
when they scatter like mice and run 
into their holes. They are very pretty, 
bright-eyed, nimble little 
creatures, 
soft and furry and very fond of their 
ca])tors. 
They are so quaintly mad® 
and marked that one entertains th6 
idea that they have been sewed int« 
their skins by hand, and the curious 
seam which extends their entire length, 
and the neat way in which their dainty 
claws and small feet and ears are fin- 
ished ofi*, adds to this process of the 
imagination. 
They are very fond of 
dogs, and of whom even the largest 
they are not afraid, and the tamemeer- 
kat invariable choses for a soft pillow 
the outstretched form of the skye or 
collie in the family, and burrows in 
the M'arm coat with great satisfaction. 
They love the sun, and may be seen 
early in the morning turned toward it, 
sitting up in their peculiar manner 
and blinking with satisfaction as they 
feel the warm rays enveloping them. 


The, meerkat follows its owner when 
adopted much as a faithful dog does, 
and it is a more picturesque object. It 
is full of tricks, steals boldly anything 
it wants, and is brimful of mischief.

the

Then it is as soft and 
limber as a bag of feathers, stretched 
out on the ground, and it can curl it- 
self into a ball And roll into a corner, 
Avhere its bits of ears and clusters of 
feet resemble the ornaments on some 
decorative 
object. 
Indeed, 
to look 
pretty and beguile its owners with its 
mimic ways seems to be its sole object 
in life. 


THE KEERKAT. 


Occasionally a docile and apparently 
happy tame meerkat will sudienly go 
back to its wild life, which it can never 
again be induced to leave, not even by 
its chosen playmates, the dogs, with 
which it has been happily associated. 


Many of these little animals are

MAKING BIG GUXS. 


WORK 
AT 
A T^MTKO STATES 
GOVKUNMENT ARSENAL. 


Wliy a Conipositc or Built Up Cannon 
Is Stronger Tlian One Cast in a 
Single Piocc—Cost of Mod- 
ern Gunmaklug, 


HE making of guns 
to-day is not the 
simple 
foundry 
work 
of 
a few 
yenrs ago, but a 
science requiring 
the deei>est math- 
ematical calcula- 
tions, the most intricate and careful 
preparation of designs, 
and skilled 
workmanship scarcely second to that 
required in the munufacture of the 
finest watches. 
It was necessary for 
the United States Government, in or- 
der to insure a certain supply of guus, 
to establish a National gun factory for 
the armv, and also one for the navv. 
While these factories are sufficiently 
large to supply the peace demands, 
they could not supply the demands in 
case of war. 
To provide for the latter 
emergency, instead of increasing the 
plant of the established factoriep, it 
was deemed wiser, by giving sufficient- 
ly large contracts for guns to private 


power gun is a complex structure 
*'builtup'* or composed of a number 
of parts. 
There aro two reasons for 
"building up" a gun. 
First, it make« 
it stronger; 
second, since the 
parts 
used are made from smaller masses of 
metal, the quality of the metal can be 
made better and quite uniform. 
The 
rough forgingp, from which the parts 
of the gun are made, are made at pri- 
vate works for the Government and 
shipped to the factory, where they are 
carefully inspected to see that they 
fulfil the requirements. 


The piece which forms the part next 
to the bore of the gun and which is 
called the *'tube" is first picked up by 
the traveling crane, and placed in one 
of the huge lathes to bo turned and 
bored to the proper size. 
This tube is 
the longest piece in the gun. 
By it- 
self it would not bo strong enough to 
stand the powder liressure, so it has to 
be strengthened by "hoops" and a 
"jacket." 


When the tube is finished the jacket, 
which is the first piece "assembled," is 
turned and bored. 
The interior of the 
jacket is slightly smaller than the ex- 
terior of the tube,, so that when as- 
sembled it will compress the tube and 
so increase its strength, since the pow- 
der gas must first overcome this com- 
pression before it begins to strain the 
tube. 
This is the reason why a "built 
uj)" gun is stronger than one made of 
a single casting. 
The condition is 
somev/hat similar to two trains, one at

firms to induce them to introduce gun 
making as a branch of their business, 
so that at the present day there arc a 
number of steel works capable of build- 
ing guns equal to those turned o^^t at 
the National factories. 


The army gun factory is situated at 
Watervliet arsenal. West Troy, N. Y. 
The gi'ounds contain over one hundred

acres, and are advantageously located 
on the Hudson River and Erie Canal, 
The factory consists of the old gun 
shoji connected with the large new gun 
shop ; the former is devoted principally 
to the mdnufacture of guns of smaller 
calibres, and the latter to the manufac- 
ture of large calibre guns. 
The new 
building consists of two wings con- 
nected by a central section. The north 


rest (the case of the single casting) and 
I the other backing. 
The engine of the 
first can start ahead witho\it much ex- 
penditure of »force while that of the 
latter has first to overcome the retro- 
grade motion before it cnn start ahead, 
and, therefore, must expend 
much 
more force. 
The ' 'built up" 
gun 
whose tube is under a strain of com- 
pression can for a similar reason stand 
a m'ach gi'eater powder pressure be- 
fore bursting than a gun made by a 
single casting. 


When the jacket is finished it is 
placed in a hot air furnace and heated 
to about 550 degrees. This heat causes 
it to expand sufficiently to be placed 
over the tube. 
To assemble the tube 
and jacket the former is i:>laced on end 
in a shrinkage pit in the middle section 
of the factory, and the jacket, after be- 
ing heated, is slowly lowered into place. 
It is then cooled by a stream of water 
which is thrown against it. 
The hoops 
arc next finished, and as soon as tiie 
jacket is cool a row of hoops are shrunk 
on one by one in a similar manner ex- 
tending from the jacket to the muzzle. 


It is necessary to still further increase 
the strength of the gun over the bottom 
of the bore, Avhere the powder pressure 
is the greatest; consequently tlie jacket 
has shrani: over it a row of hoops. The 
gun is now almost completed, though 
it still has to be placed in the lathe to 
be rifled and turwed on the outside. 
When this is finished the breech mech- 
anism is fitted and the gun is ready for 
shiiDment to the proving ground. Every 
gun after completion is thoroughly 
tested on the proving ground before it 
is sent to the fort where it is to bo 
mounted. 
The sea coast guns in our 
service weigh from fourteen to sixty 
tons and cost on the average of-i^lüüü a 
ton. 


The smaller guns are made in a sim 
ilar manner in the old gun shop 
and 
differ from the one described only in 
having a fewer number of pieces, Bom<# 
of the smaller guns can be completej 
in a few weeks' time, but to complete a 
gun of the largest calibre it requires 
several months of continuous AVurlr.— 
New York Herald.

wing is 4U0 feet long and 128feet wide; 
the central section is 105 feet long, 
and the south wing is 400 feet lung and 
15y feet Avide. 
The extra width of,this 
wing is to accommodate the enormous 
lathes (some of which are over one hun- 
dred feet long) which aro needed for 
the manufacture of the largest calibre 
guns. 


The shops are filled with lathes, bor- 
ing mills, drills, slotting, milling and 
niiing machines. 
Overhead, running 
the entire length of the building, whose 
total length is 965 feet, are two travel- 
ing cranes capable of 
carrying the 
huge masses of metal to any part of the 
building.

F^OPEHLY B p e a k i n p , a scout is 
a person who iw sent out in 
the front or on the iiank of a 
military command to observe 
;he force and movements of the enemy, 
fle should be a keen observer and 
withal fleet of foot or well mounted. 
There are a number 
of unmarked 
^aves along the Arkansas River and 
:he tributaries of the Canadian and 
•Smoky HID—^rraves wherc^ never lov- 
Dg hands have strewn tiowers, resting 
> l a c e 3 over which no prayer has ever 
>een said, or memorial slab or stone 
fence, died 
"with 
their boots on." 
tfany of these graves are tenanted by 
•couts killed by hostile Indians while 
acting as couriers, spieiî or dispatch 
bearers. 


In 1867-68 we wore at; war with the 
Uhoyennea, and during the 
winter 
ireneral Alfred Sully made the cam- 
paign an offensive one by moving with 
kis command into the medicine coun- 
try of the hostiles, south of where 
Dodge City, Kan., now stands. 
The 
mtire campaign was under the general 
lirection of Major General Philip H. 
Sheridan. 
The war claims of the lat- 
ier for promotion 
to be lieutenant- 
general, 
vice Sherman, vice Grant» 
ivere supplemented by active Indian 
service prior 
to March 4, 1869, but 
Phil Sheridan never remained long in 
4ny one place, and several good sol- 
diers acting as dispatch bearers, were 
»acrificed owing to their unfamiliarity 
with the topography of the country in 
which General Sully was operating. 


In consequence of these losses Gen- 
eral Sheridan authorized the employ- 
ment by the United States of twelve 
citizen scouts at a compensation of 
$100 a month, and one chief of scouts 
who was paid $150 a month. 
These 
tnen were sworn, in to service at Port 
Dodge. 
In addition to the pay men- 
tioned, each scout was furnished with 
« good horse, with all the arms, am- 
munition, etc., he wanted, with rations 
•same as issued to enlisted men, free 
medical attendance, 
with 
fuel and 
comfortable quarters when within the 
limits of any Government post. 
Each 
•scout was told that 
if he chose he 
could, in confidence, give to the post 
, adjutant his true name, and that the 
officer would make it hia duty, in case 
the scout was killed in the discharge 
of his duty, to communicate the fact 
to the postoffice address of any person 
or persons whom he might wish to be 
notified. 


•Without exception the thirteen men 
were American born. 
All had histor- 
ies. 
Every scout had one address or 
more to communicate, coupled with 
4ome message to give. 
None of these 
oien were of the Texas ranger or cow- 
toy 
type in dress or 
appearance. 
Only two wore their hair long. 
One 
was discharged for cowardice in falsely 
reporting the location of a large body 
of hostiles on Coon Creek, between 
Port Larned and Fort Dodge, investi- 
•gation having proved the presence only 
of a long line of high weetls, which, 
6een at a distance against the horizon, 
•were mistaken for men, and so report- 
ed by the scout, too imaginative or 
too timid to make thorough recon- 
noissance. 
This man's name was Wil- 
liam Seymour, enlisted under the name 
of Apache Bill. 
He was afterwards 
killed in an affray at Junction City, 
'Kan. 
Another scout named Webster, 
was discharged for shooting his horse 
in the neck while carelessly and un- 
necessarily discharging his firearms 
within the limits of a military post. 
Two of the scouts, 
Fanshaw 
and 
Davis, were killed by the Cheyennes 
•while in the act of watering 
their 
horses at Mulberry Creek, one of the 
email tributaries 
of 
the 
Arkansas, 
on the south side of the river. 
Their 
remains were interred in the 
Fort 
Dodge cemetery. 


Another of the scouts was a man 
jiamed Bansome, alias Ledford. 
He 
was an 
apparently 
frank, 
cheery, 
handsome fellow, of splendid physical 
proportions, and a magnificent shot. 
He owned a black horse, docile to him, 
but a fiend incarnate to others. 
The 
•inau was a groat favorite with army 
<?fficers, whom he often bantered for 
friendly shooting matches, and was 
rarely beaten in contests of skill in 
that line. 
He took more chances ^nd 
more often volunteered for dangerous 
«ervice than any other scout ; was never 
derelict, 
but was killed in 1872 at 
Wichita, Kau., by Lieutenant Har- 
gous, an officer of the Fifth Infantry, 
who was on duty with a possce aiding 
a Deputy United States Sheriff named 
Bridges to arrest him on a charge of 
horse stealing. 
When arrested 
by 
Lieutenant 
Hargous, Ledford 
fired 
first at the army officer, who dropped 
as if killed. 
Lieutenant Hargous was 
not hit, however. 
Ledford was mad- 
dened by liquor and strode over the 
prostrate body of the officer, firing at 
Jack Bridges as he advanced, 
and 
wounding him in the arm. 
The scout 
then made a rush at a soldier who had 
accompanied as a member of the posse, 
when his further shooting was pre- 
vented by a bullet through the heart. 
Like Hickok, 
the 
original 
"Wild 
Bill, " Ledford respected 
the 
army 
blue, and the aifray in which he was 


killed was the only occasion that he 
was ever known to shoot at any person 
in the permanent military establish- 
ment. 


The winter before his death Ledford, 
then in Government service, aocnm' 
panied a detachment of the Third In- 
fantry, acting as escort for Major Rod- 
ney Smith, paymaster United States 
Army, to Camp' Supply, Indian Terri- 
tory, and return. The route for abtjut 
200 miles was over a broken and un- 
dulating region so covered with snow 
as to appear level. 
Thus a ravine, 
snow-filled, appeared at a distance no 
different from an elevation, 
snow- 
covered. 
There were no trees or 
bushes above the, dead level of the 
snow. 
Buffalo were numerous, and 
were 
often 
seen 
floundering 
in a 
ravine, struggling to get away from 
the soldiers. 
The soldiers were intent 
only on making their way throujyh the 
drifts to their point of destination, 
and could not afford to lose time in 
shooting buffalo, but Ledford would 
urge his horse up to and into the herd, 
fire both revolvers in order to further 
frighten the buffalo, and throw himself 
astride the nearest bull buffalo and 
stab him. The steam from the animals, 
the snivw whirls, the »whoops of the 
scout, the red gouts from that gleam- 
knife made a strange, exciting tableau. 


Another ex-scout, known as Curly 
Walker, was killed near Dodge by a 
resident of Salin», Kan., in an encoun- 
ter resulting from an effort on the part 
of Walker ti) sell a lot of cattle stolon 
and run off by him from their lawful 
owner. 
This man Walker was cowed 
once when drunk 
and disorderly- at 
Fort Dodge in a way that Lieutenant 
Colonel John R. Brooke is too modest 
to tell about. Bob Wright was present 
when he was killed. 
He was pierced 
by several bullets from a Westchester 
rifle whilst 
dismounting 
from his 
horse, and died with one hand on his 
revolver, vainly trying to release it 
from the holster, in the stitching of 
which the hammer was caught. 
In 
the other hand '«Curly" Walker had a 
revolver which, in his death throes, he 
used as a knife, repeatedly thrusting it 
into the prairie sod, discharging it 
and bursting the weapon by the act. 


Captain 
Harry 
Eeade, 
who 
for 
eighteen yeiirs was an officer of the 
Twenty-fifth United States Infantry, 
was formerly a scout in Government 
service upon the Western plains. 
He 
never wore a buckskin suit or affected 
long hair, however, and in the quiet 
retirement of his Massachusetts home 
knows not the perils of the days when 
he, 
with only a single companion 
scout, carried disoatches through a 
region populous with Kiowa, Arapahoe 
and Cheyenne Indians, who ambushed 
the watering places, fired the river 
bottoms, and whose keen-eyed abilities 
sought' by every artifice and skillful 
device to intercept, chase down and 
kill 
the Government 
scouts. —Cin- 
cinnati Commercial Gazette. 


Oriyi» of the «'Hello!" 


*'Hello" is almost a new word, as it 
differs in form, sound and use from the 
old **h2tlloo." 
It is merely mentioned 
by Webster, and the searcher for in- 
formation is referred to 
"halloo," 
which is defined as an interjection, a 
loud call or the noise of the hunt. The 
forms there given—*'halloa'* and "hal- 
loo"—are not well adapted to 
the 
American tongue, neither are they sus- 
ceptible of the variety of expression 
that can be given to "hello."

HOW TO RAISE TURKEYS. 


Young turkey hens lay as well as 
any, but the gobblers should be two or 
three years old and of a different 
breed. 
If j^ou intend to set the eggs 
under a hen do so as soon as vou hare 
nine or ten of them, not more than 
ten. 
When the turkey gets ready to 
sit break her up and she will lay an- 
other dozen e^gs. 
Sprinkle »sulphur 
in the nests and on the hen every week 
to kill lice and nits. 
During the last 
week of sitting sprinkle the eggs three 
times with warm water. 
When the 
turkeys are twenty-four or thirty-six 
hours old put them under a large coop 
on the dry grass. Make a pen of three 
ten or twelve-foot boards, so that it 
can easily be moved, which should be 
done every morning, unless the ground 
is wet.

GEESE AND DUCES ON THE FARM 


Are not very largely bred upon farms 
in comparison with the number of our 
land poultry, and yet they are both 
profitable and a delight to the eye. 
While liberal water privileges are use- 
ful where geese and ducks are kept, 
they are by no means essential, as 
these birds will do well with no more 
than enough water for drinking pur- 
poses. 
Plenty of grass and good pas- 
ture are, however, very needful, as 
geese are as truly grazing stock as 
horses, sheep or cattle, 
When clover 
and other nutritious fodder 
abound 
little or no grain is required, and geese 
may be reared very cheaply. 
The 
duck is a heavy feeder, but not over- 
particular, so that almost any farm 
waste m%y be used. 
Table leavings, 
small potatoes, beet and turnip leaves 
—in short, anything and everything 
at all eatable the duck will consume 
and make return for same in a goodly 
number of large, rich eggs. 
It is quite 
remarkable how a duck will lay. 
She 
begins as early as February and lays 
every day for three or four months 
with few respites. 
Toulouse and Emb- 
den are by far the best breeds of geese, 
and the Pekin 
is queen of 
ducks. 
Hatch both geese and duck eggs under 
bens, 
as the 
geese 
make 
clumsy 
mothers and the ducks cannot be re- 
lied on for hatching.—Country Gen- 
tleman. 
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SECOND CROP POTATOES FOR SEED. 
The growth of small potatoes from 
tubers left in the ground in warm cli- 
mates during August and September, 
probably suggested the idea that a 
second crop could be grown in the 
fall. 
E. A. Popenoe and S. C. Mason, 
of the Kansas Station, have found that 
the use of these second crop potatoes 
for seed the following spring has given 
much better returns than planting the 
regular crop. 
By the early planting 
of early varieties seed may be dug in 
July ripe enough to grow a second 
crop that summer. 
Even under the 
most favorable conditions this second 
crop will be comparatively light, often 
small, but firm and of fine quality. 
These potatoes keep during the winter 
and until planting time in sound con- 
dition, being 
firm 
and nearly 
free 
from sprouts, 
when 'the 
first 
crop 
would be much sprouted and shriveled. 
Two years' trial shows an average gain 
of 48 ¿ per cent, in yield from second 
seed. 
The much larger tops and more 
numerous 
flowers 
seem to 
indicate 
greater vigor and vitality, and they re- 
sist drouth better. 
These advantages 
are probably due to the seed not hav- 
ing sprouted in storage, which would 
have impaired the vitality. 
In Kansas 
potatoes can be planted in March. Af- 
ter the flrst crop is ripe, thers are one 
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Corn should Hot be made the only 
food for horses in summer.

Fungi develop most readily in 
wet seasons, so most spraying should 
be done then.

The first spraying of Bordeaux mix- 
ture should be made when the leaf buds 
first open, 
Paris green may be used 
here for the bud moth; Bordeaux mix- 
ture alone just before the buds open. 
A combination just after the blossoms 
fall, to be repeated at intervals or 
about ten days. 


To protect young trees from rabbits 
it is recommended to ''take a bucket 
with two gallonv of water, put in two 
pounds of flour of sulphur, add one 
pound of wheat o'* rye 
flour, 
stir 
thoroughly; apply with a whitewash 
brush. 
This is said to be good for the 
trees, and the rain will not wash it off 
for several weeks.

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THE MIDWliXTER HARVEST. 


XÏATHERTNa AN lOB CROP ON THE 
ÄÜDSON 
HIVBB, 


•A'wcnty Thousand J^en Kiijcairctl in 
Harvcsttnif tho Crop—Onttluif a n d 
Dclivoriuic tho Ico Crop. 


The principal supply of ice used ia 
-this city comes from tho mid channel of 
the 
Hudson 
in that 
section running 
northward from Marlboro and strctchincr 
•eighty miles away to Coejmans. 
This 
section of tho river yields an almost un- 
limited supply of ice when tho winters 
arc even moderately severe, but as only 
the ice in the middle of the river, -where 
it is free from impurities, is cut this sup- 
ply also is limited. 
The Knickerbocker 
cut all their Hudson River ice in this 
•section of tho river, harvesting about 
1,250,000 tons a year. 
The ice harvest- 
inffis looked forward to by from 10,000 
to'20,000 laborers every season with much 
interest, as many trades in cities arc at a 
standstill durincc the cold 
snaps, 
and 
they iind rcniunerative employment in 
these ice 
fields. 
The prices paid vary 
iiccording to the skill or experience of 
tho employe, but average about $2 a day, 
so that during the ice 
harvesting the 
Knickerbocker alone is disbursing be- 
tween 
§30,000 
to 
$10,000 a day in 
"wages. 


In this stretch of eicthty miles along 
ithc Hudson River the Knickerbocker Ice 
•Company has about 
fifty 
ice storing 
houses with an ice storing capacity of 
from 7000 to 65,000 tons each with a 
total storing capacity of nearly 5,000,- 
'000 tons of ice. 
It is in these ice houses 
that the ice for New York is stored the 
jear aroiind, 


la order to avert as far as possible, 
however, the danger arising from an 
^opcn winter, the ice companies fill their 
houses as full as possible each winter, so 
as to have a good stock to carry over for 
che next year to meet such emergencies. 
So while only about 1,500,000 tons of 
ice are handled by the Knickerbocker 
every year for the market, yet the com- 
pany endeavors to store up twice that 
.quantity, to guard against the 
possible 
ice famine of the next winter, tìome of 
the largest ice houses of the Knicker- 
bocker Ice Company are 350 feet lon^, 
200 feet wide and 38 feet high. 
The 
houses are whitewashed every lew years 
so as to preserve them against decay, 
•while the garret floor is filled with hay, 
•which is strewn on the top layer of ice 
in the house. 


Besides the 20,000 men employed in 
harvesting the ico crop, there are from 
300 to 500 horses engaged in the work. 
Stables and houses for their accommo- 
dation are built along the river bank at 
•convenient 
places, 
while 
blacksmith 
-shops and repair shops are scattered for 
the shoeing of horses and repairing of 
liarnesses and tools. 


The ice is not usually cut until it is 
twelvt inches thick. 
Twenty years ago 
it was usual to have the ice attain this 
thickness before Christmas, and it has 
happened that the ice crop was all cut 
and safely harvested before New Year's 
Day. 
But the seasons have been grow- 
ing later and latej each year,so that now 
.the ice is not expected to be of sufficient 
thickness until well on in January and 
oven later. 
It takes several days of ex- 
tremely cold weather to chill the water« 
thoroughly, so that the ice in deep water 
is much longer in freezing than when the 
•water is shallow. 


The ice having attained the desired 
-thickness, all hands are set to work with 
snow-jjlows to clean oH the snow. After 
that the ice-scrapers and planes are sent 
•over the field so as to plane oli all the 
rough ice and frozen alush which may 
.be on the surface. 
This done, the pro- 
cess of cutting is ready to begin. 


First, a line at right angles with tho 
.fiver bank is marked across the stream 
to the opposite bank, or as far as the 
•deep water goes. 
This line is run out 
with great care, for on it the regularity 
and evenness of cutting the whole field 
depends. 
Having made the line per- 
fectly straight and at right angles, a 
skilled workman, 
with 
an 
ice-plow, 
makes a groove along the line across the 
•river. 
Tho first trip of the plow cuts a 
groove in the ice about two inches deep, 
and it requires six trips of tho plow 
across the line to cut through the ice. 
But the plow makes only five trips, or 
<cuts only eight or ton inches, and then 
begins another line about two feet from 
the first and running parallel to it, an 
outrigger on the plow guiding tho plow 
on all subsequent trips on an exactly 
parallel course with the groove first cut, 


'When the entire field is cut with these 
parallel groves to a depth of ten inclies, 
or within two inches from tho water, a 
pimilar process is gone through with at 
fight angles with the first grooves, only, 
instead of running the groves two feet 
-apart, they are now made nearly four 
feet apart,' cutting the whole field into 
beautiful blocks of ice four feet long by 
tv/o and from eight 
to 
si>fteea inches 
thick, according to the severity of the 
winter. 


The time now comes for breaking 
up 
the field of ice ior storing. 
Instead 
oi 
breaking ofl: each block of ice, however, 
as it is cut, the field is divided oil into 
«'platoons of ice," forty-eight ieet 
long 
%nd twelve feet wide, each platoon con- 
taining seventy-two blocks of ice. These 
platoons are then floated toward the ice- 
houses, where, as the end of the platoon 
touches tho ice slide leading up 
to the 
-roof of the icehouse, each block of ice ia 
wedged oif and hauled 
up tho incline 
and into the house, where it 
packed 
fway for future use. 
As there is 
little 


ic6 left over from last year's supply,thcr| 
will be an unusually large amount of id 
harvested this winter, and 
it is hoped 
that all the houses will be filled to theii 
utmost capacity. 


The dehvcry of ice in the city employ! 
a small army of workmen all the jear, 
tho number being 
between 2000 and 
3000 in all the coiiipauic^i. 
Tho ico ii 
brought from the storehouses along th< 
banks of the Hudson almost every 
daj 
durinpr tho summer 
in barges. 
Thf 
Knickerljockor Ice Company alouo 
ha* 
sixty of these barc:e9, the capacity 0: 
each averaging ObO tons, besides 
m 
double-onder steamers,with a capacity oi 
1500 tons each. 
These steamers were 
built at the time of the war for the Gov. 
ernmcnt for gunboats,to be employed in 
rivers where it was diilicult forsteamera 
to turn around. 
They are 333 feet long 
and have a beam of forty-two feet. Thej 
wore known by suoh Indian names as the 
''Sassacus," etc. 


The 
b'lrges are brought 
down the 
Hudson in fleets towed by powerful tucf. 
boats, and are distributed to tho variou-? 
piers convenient to the ico wagons and 
the city deliveries. 
Tho Knickerbocker 
Ice Company alone has 600 wagons foi 
the distribution 
of ice to retail 
anJ 
wholesale customers. These wagons, with 
all the harnesses of the horses, arc mada 
at the company's shops, where all the re- 
pairs and shoeing are also done. 
The 
capacity of each cart is about two and i 
half tons.—Neic Yorh I'nhune.

The leaves and twigs, after being sun. 
dried, are put into a cloth and suspended 
over a boiler to be steamed. 
Meanwhile 
the mold is got ready, consisting of four 
short boards set up on end and 
secureh 
fastened, with an internal space of aboul 
nine inches by three and a half inches. 
Within this cavity is placed a woven mal 
basket, and into this the softened leaves 
and twigs are dropped in small handfuls 
with a little rice water to cause the mass 
to adhere. 
As layer after layer is added, 
the stuH is compresscd by powerful blows 
from an iron-shod rammer. 
Next ihi 
coarser twigs arc dried and ground tc 
powder and sprinkled 
over the othei 
mass or between the layers, so as to be' 
come welded in. 
The 
flexible 
basket 
round tho tea prevents the mass from 
taking too angular a shape, iis sharp cor- 
ners on the bricks 
would 
make 
them 
awkward to carry on the long journey 
they have to perform. 


After the mold is filled and sufficiently 
compressed it is taken to pieces, and the 
cake, still within the mat, or basket, is 
taken again to the fire to be thoroughly 
dried. 
Then the ends of the mat 
are 
drawn together and dosed up, and the 
pao, or cake, is ready •for transport to 
Ta-chien-lu, where it undergoes further 
preparation. 
It should be 
mentioned 
that the cakes are weighed after being 
steamed, and are sold on that weight, al- 
though they lose about a third after be- 
ing dried. 
At Ta-chien-lu they are cut 
into uniform sizes and repacked as chuan, 
or bricks. 


The b6st kind of brick tea, such as is 
meant for the Russian market, is more 
carefully prepared. 
The choice leavea 
only are taken, and are spread in the sun 
until slightly withered. 
Tiicy are then 
rolled in the hand until they become 
moist with exudation, and pressed into 
small balls, which are left to 
ferment. 
When fermentation begins they aie ready 
for the molds, and the process is pretty 
much as above described, 
but without 
the admixture of tho twig dust. —Oham- 
hers's Journal,

ON SKEE RUKNERS. 


Skates are very old; hundreds, nay, 
perhaps, thousands of years before this 
crisp winter, skating was a merry sport. 
Perhaps too many in this age of invention 
think that more ideas are new than really 
are so. 
If we remember that everything 
we see around us grew up, then we can 
' begin to inquire about skates that came 
before the keen-edged '»club," with all 
the ardor of hibtorians. 
It is certain that 
skates would be of no use in the tropics; 
we must look for their home in the land 
of long winters, of snow and slow, ice- 
bound rivers. 


We would not envy the boy of long 
ago, as he bound the shin-bones of some 
animal to his feet and went through a 
kind of sprawling gymnastics that was 
skating of the period. 
In Iceland skates 
are called isleggir, **ice 
bones," 
tho 
shin-bones of a sheep. 


If sheep shin-bones were 
the first 
skates, then the boy who lived 
before 
iron or bronze were known, back in the 
stone and bone age, could enjoy himself 
with this cheery 
sport. 
The boys of 
London 
in the Twelfth Century, 
Fitz 
Stephen tells us, '»in winter bind under 
their feet a pair of shin-bones, take in 
their hands poles shod with iron, which 
at t^mes they strike against the ice, and 
are thus carried along with the rapidity 
of 
a bird on the wing or a bolt dis- 
charged from a crossbow." 
The gener- 
ous Holland boy, 
Hans Brinker, was 
forced to go back to the primitive way, 
when he had given his skates to a pour 
friend and had foregone his chances in 
the race for the ''silver skates.'* 


It 
is thought that skates came into 
use in Northern Europe, perhaps in Hol- 
land, where it is cold and there is plenty 
of smooth water, because, where the 
rivers are swift there is no skating. The 
wooden skates with iron runners curling 
up into a wonderful spiral terminated 
with a brass acorn at the point, were in- 
troduced into England 
from the low 
countries. 
Gossipy Pepys, in his diary 
of December 1, 16l51, records: 
"To my 
Lord 
Sandwich's, to 
Mr. Moore, 
and 


then over to the Purke, wheie I first in 
my life, it being a great frost, did see 
people sliding with their skates, which 
is a very pretty art."

The snowshoo may be called the over- 
land skate. 
While the snow lay in great 
drifts, defying progress, keeping 
the 
aivilized New Engländer in tho house 
and setting Whittior 
to writing 
the 
beauties of "Suow-Bound,*' the Indian,- 
fixing a framework covered with netting 
to his feet, could sally forth to kill the 
Houudering moose or deer. 
Suowshoes 
must nave originated, like skates, fiom 
sheer necessity. 
The savage cannot lay 
up a supply of food for a long time; he 
must be able to bunt all seasons. 


Tho same principla that men arc trying 
to apply now in the invention of the 
fiyiug machine, namely, to get a wide 
surface for the support of the air, 
has 
been successfully applied to the snow- 
5hoe. 
Whoever this forgotten wise in- 
ventor was, he must have noticed 
that 
sometimes the snow would almost bear 
him up on the area ol his shoe soles, and 
he reflected that if he had larger feet it 
would be a positive advantage. 


He plaits up some twigs into a circular 
shape and fiuds that the surmise is cor- 
rect, but the snow collects on 
these 
primitive shoes and retards his walking. 
The result of all the trials is the graceful, 
tapering Canadian snowshoe, with bev- 
eled frame of light wood and netting of 
rawhide, leaving no place for snow to 
stick. 


The mishaps of the learner on snow- 
shoes are very ludicrous, especially when 
he '-scuffs" and takes a header into tho 
drift with snowshocs uppermost. 
The 
National Museum has many 
diflerent 
forms of snowshoes, from the oval, very 
wide shoes of Labrador to the tapering 
shoes of the Indians and Esquimaux. 
The rudest snowshoes, perhaps, in the 
wnrld are used by tho Ctdiiornia Indians. 
They 
are mere hoops of wutid with 
coarse nettinir. 
The air shoe comes in 
n closc second in point ol" ludeness. Juai 
how tho Labrador ])eoi)lc walk with a 
shoe just twenty-five mclies 
wide on 
each foot is a (juery. 
The oiTort to brina 
one foot around past the othur must re 
suit in a peculiar amble. 
The Japanese 
have a sort of snowshoe with spurs, that 
admits of walking up the mountains iu 
hard snow. 


The skees of 
Norway arc loi\g and 
narrow like sledge runners, and »>11 them 
travelers 
glide 
downhill 
with great 
speed. 


The contrary of skates and snowshoes 
are the ice creepers. 
No ono likes to 
skate or glide when unprepared for, con- 
tract 
with mother earth 
is peculiarly 
violent when ice induces the descent.— 
St, Louis Kepublic.

bonate of lime. 
This locality is the 
most eastern exposure of the volcanic 
dust stratum which is found scattered 
over the most of Nebraska.

EfKiltimftux in tho village at the Fair, 
writes a Chicago correspondent of the 
New York World. 
The prize -wme a 
contest for a five cent piece, which 
Bome American willing to encourage 
6j3ort had buried in the soil so that only 
a fragment of it6 glittering rim was 
viaible. 
The men stood eight feet apart-, 
with whips forty feet long. 
Such a 
whip would have been a terror in the 
bands of an Esquimaux if it had had a 
real handle; but of the forty feet thirty- 
nine feet and a half were lash. 
The 
handle was a stout piece of white wood 
Bix inches long, to which the lash of 
rawhide was fastened. 
Such whips are 
used by the Esquimaux upon the teams 
of dogs which drag them over the snow. 
The contest this afternoon demonstra- 
ted the fact that it must be very un- 
comfortable to be an Esquimaux dog 
within forty feet of the driver. 
It 
would be no trouble at all for the 
Esquimaux to remove an ear or a pound 
of flesh, full weight, from any dog in 
the team. 


The most expert whip among the 
Esquimaux was a little man, not much 
more than four feet high with slanting 
eyes, and a spiky, black beard, that 
made him look very Japanese. A move- 
ment of his wrist sent the forty feet of 
lash curving back in a straight line like 
a long snake. 
Another movement and 
it <;ame forward, noiselessly shooting 
through the air just above the surface 
of the ground until, with a loud report, 
the tip end of the lash struck the pre- 
cise spot where the coin lay buried, 
dug it from the ground, and brought 
it spinning back to the Esquimaux 
artist. 
Such precision and such force 
ore certainly unknown to any other 
whips in the world.
